WATER  SUPPLIES. 

All  main  water  supplies  were  kept  under  observation,  and  samples 
taken  for  analysis  systematically;  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

In  August,  1942*  a special  survey- and  investigation  was  undertaken 
of  all  wells  likely  to  be.  of  service  in  the  event  of  the  breakdown  of 
main  water  services.  It  was  found  that  emergency  supplies  would  be 
available  in  all  parishes,  although'  in’ most 'cases  there  would  be  need 
for  chlorination.

* DIPHTHERIA.  Seven  of  these  cases  occurred  in  a residential  nursery, 
and  owing  to  sporadic  cases  in  other  institutions  a large  amount  of 
swabbing  of  contacts  was  necessary;  493  swabs  were  examined  (see  p.ll' 
DYSENTERY.  .attention  is  drawn  to  the  cases  of  Sonne  dysentery 
that  occurred  in  the  District.  It  is  hnown  that  this  has  been 
endemic  for  many  years  past,  and  as  a rule  a small  epidemic  has 
occurred  during  the  months  of  October  to  January,  although  the 
cases  are  not  always  notified.  Generally  it  is  of  a mild  type 
and  few  , except  small  infants,  are  seriously  ill. 


MEASLES  and  WHOOPING  COUGH.  In  1941  an  epidemic  of  whooping 
cough  occurred  during  the  winter  months,  which  was  widespread 
throughout  the  District.  There  was  a generalised  epidemic  of 
measles  also  during  the  first  six  months  of  this  year. 

according  to  the  Registrar-General  there  were  no  deaths 
from  measles,  but  3 from  whooping  cough,  in  1941* 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION.  In  March,  1 941 j sn  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  was  employed  part-time  iur  the  purpose  of  giving 
diphtheria  immunisation,  treatment,  and  the  scheme  was  continued. 
Unfortunately,  during  1940,  owing  to  the  demands  of  other  work, 
very  few  visits  were  made  to  schools.

SCABIES.  There  has  been  a good  deal  of  anxiety  in  dealing  with  the 
greatly  increased  number  of  cases  of  scabies.  Treatment  was  given 
in  the  Evacuation  Sick  Bays,  at  a Clinic  in  Guildford,  and  by  home 
visiting.  I ceased  to  have  clothing  steam  disinfected  after  scabies, 
and  there  appears  to  have  been  no  recurrence  as  a result.  Benzyl 
Benzoate  treatment  has  been  used,  and  I have  found  the  results  of  home 
treatment  eminently  satisfactory  even  in  the  houses  where  there  have 
been  no  baths. 


TUBERCULOSIS.  By  arrangements  with  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and 
National  Service  information  is  now  exchanged  of  notified  cases  of 
tuberculosis. amongst  age  groups  liable  to  military  service. 

CARE  COMMITTEE*  The  activities  of  the  Care  Committee  have  continued 
on  the  same  lines  as  hitherto.  During  the  three  years  36  cases  were 
considered,  and  18  cases  have  been  gives  assistance.  124  visits  were 
made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 


GOVERNMENT  EVACUATION  SCHEME. 

The  two  Sick  Bays  established  and  commented  upon  in  my  report 
for  the  year  1939  have  been  continued  and  have  been  of  inestimable 
value.  The  admission  of  cases  to  these  Sick  Bays  has  not  been 
confined  to  cases  from  the  Ha mb le don  Rural  District;  cases  from 
neighbouring  authorities  have  been  admitted  freely.  Similarly, 
when  necessary,  H arable  don  Rural  District  cases  have  been  admitted 
to  the  Sick  Bays  established  in  the  Haslemere  Urban  District  and  the 
Guildford  Rural  District.  In  short,  the  Sick  Bay  facilities  of  the 
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three  Districts  have  been  pooled  and  used  for  the  common  good  of  the 
South  Western  part  of  Surrey.  They  have  been  of  particular  use  in 
the  treatment  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  residential 
nurseries.  The  following  figures  show  the  numbers  of  cases  accepted 
from  Districts  other  than. the  Hnmbledon  Dural  District  and  admitted 
to  Long  Acre  Sick  Bay,  Shawl ey  Green,  and  Kilmory  Sich  Bay,  Cranleighi-
